To live to a good old age is a sign of a good constitution. It 
is a thing much to be desired both in the human and in the bovine 
race. More truly as regards the latter is it a case of the survival 
of the fittest, for in the bovine world there are not those aids to 
longevity and to the upkeeping of constitutional vigour which 
science has evolved for the benefit of mankind. An inborn, in- 
bred, hereditary property such as longevity is accordingly a matter 
of supreme importance, and in a very marked degree is this prop- 
erty of constitutional vigour and its concomitant longevity to be 
found in the Aberdeen-Angus. It is the possession of this property 
that has stood the breed 
in such good stead when 


LONGEVITY 


AN ABERDEEN-ANGUS CHARACTERISTIC 


Naturally, as a leading example of the longevity of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, we cite first the case of Old Grannie, the prima cow of 
the Herd Book. Her portrait as she appeared when nearly thirty- 
six years of age, is reproduced in Volume I. of the Herd Book, be- 
ing taken from a photograph in the collection of the late Prince 
Consort. She was bred by Mr. Hugh Watson, Keillor, and here it 
may be noted that it is very fitting that both the first bull, Old Jock, 
and the first cow, Old Grannie, to be recorded in the Herd Book, 
should have been bred by the first systematic improver of the 
breed, Hugh Watson. Old Grannie died on 1st June, 1859, at the 


introduced into the vast 
varieties of climate, soil, 
and feeding conditions 
which are to be found 
the world over, for that 
is the field now inhabit- 
ed by the descendants of 
the native cattle of 
North-East Scotland. It 
is only to be expected 
that a breed which has 
won for itself the place 
of supremacy over all 
rivals in the leading fat 
stock shows and fat cat- 
tle tests of the beef-rais- 
ing world would be lib- 
erally endowed with the 
property of constitution- 
al strength, and in addi- 
tion the proofs of this 
property which these 
showyard and saleyard 


achievements provide, 
other phases of it are to 
be found in the many 
demonstrations of the 
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breed characteristic of 
longevity which are to 
be traced in the annals 
of the ever - growing 
story of Aberdeen - An- 
gus breeding. Professor Davenport, of the University of Illinois, 
in his interesting work, “Principles of Breeding,” impresses very 
strongly the point that “of the qualifications common to all breeds, 
it is obvious that fertility, vigour, and longevity are of the utmost 
Importance.” These are characteristics to which Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle can justly lay claim. It could only be expected, however, 
that a race of cattle marked by hardiness of constitution and capa- 
bility of great endurance, would be a race of long: livers. In almost 
every herd of the breed examples of remarkable longevity are to 
be met with, and while these may in some cases be altogether out- 
aniing, it has been the general experience of handlers of the 
_ that they are cattle which, taken on an average, live to a ripe 
old age, and prove fruitful up to the last. 

It may not be without interest to mention a few cases of 
ongevity, though names we mention by no means exhaust the list.

She was exhibited 
at the show of the High- 
land and Agricultural 
Society at Aberdeen in 
1858, when her owner 
was awarded the Soci- 
ety’s medal as the exhib- 
itor of so remarkable an 
animal.

She was calved in 1873, and her 


latest calf is registered as having been born in 1895. 

Of cows giving up breeding in their twentieth or twenty-first 
year quite a number of cases could be quoted. Something like a 
romance surrounds the appearance in the Herd Book of the cow 
Black Meg 766, from which so many well-known branches of the 
breed take their origin. In the first edition of the Herd Book she 
was stated to be a Galloway—it will be recollected that animals of 
both breeds appeared in that publication. Black Meg, however, was 
certified by her owner, Mr. William Fullerton, Ardestie, to be a 
pure Buchan cow, bought by him from Mr. James Fawns, Brechin, 
in 1834. To this cow Mr. Fullerton owed a great deal of his suc- 
cess as a breeder, she having been altogether a wonderful animal 
and a great milker. She was producing calves up till she was near- 
ly twenty years of age.

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Oats Fattening Cattle 


By H. C. Moffett, 
Dept. A. H., University of Mo. 


While oats are not generally thought of as a feed to be used 
for fattening cattle they may be successfully incorporated in some 
rations. Oats are too high in crude fiber and too low in digestible 
nutrients to be highly satisfactory as a sole ration for fattening 
cattle. Because of their heavy hulls which constitute about 30 per 
cent of their weight, oats are not very palatable and are not eaten 
readily in large quantities unless crushed. 

Oats are somewhat higher in protein and mineral than corn, 
and because of this fact some experiment stations have fed oats 
in the ration as a partial substitute for the protein supplement. In 
a recent experiment reported by the Indiana Station a ration of 
shelled corn, cottonseed meal, silage and clover hay was compared 
with a similar ration of shelled corn, whole oats, silage and clover 
hay. (Oats substituted for Cottonseed meal). The ration contain- 
ing the cottonseed meal produced slightly faster gains than where 
the oats were used. At 
the close of the feeding 
period the lot getting 
cottonseed meal was 
more highly finished, 
selling for $9.85 as 
compared to $9.25 for 
the lot fed oats. When 
the oats were ground it 
improved the palatabil- 
ity of the ration and 
increased the feed con- 
sumption. These cat- 
tle carried more finish 
than the whole oats lot 
selling for $9.60 per 
hundred weight as com- 
pared to $9.25. 

Other experiment- 
al work carried on at 
Illinois, Ohio and Ne- 
braska, makes it possi- 
ble to compare rations 
of corn alone as the 
concentrate with oats 
alone as the concen- 
trate and with oats and 
corn (half and half) as 
the concentrate. Pro- 
tein was fed either as 
oil meal (in the Ohio ration) or alfalfa hay (in the Nebraska and 
Illinois rations). 

At Illinois calves fed a ration of corn alone were compared 
with calves fed a ration of corn and oats in like rations for a per- 
iod of 210 days. The results indicate an average daily gain of 
about the same. The calves getting corn gained 2 pounds per day 
and the calves getting oats and corn gained 1.96 pounds per day. 
The Nebraska Station did the same piece of work only the feeding 
period was shortened to 150 days, in which case the calves fed corn 
and oats gained..11 of a pound more per day than the corn alone 
cattle. There seemed to be a little difference in the degree of 
finish between the lots. They have indicated that the calves took 
to the corn and oats ration faster than corn alone but after a period 
of 150 days there was a tendency for the calves to decrease in the 
grain taken. 

Oats with oil meal, silage and oats straw were fed at Ohio. 
The ration did not produce as much gain or finish as did rations 
where corn was used with the oats. 

The past year calves fed at Purdue on a ration of shelled corn, 
cottonseed meal, silage and clover hay were compared with calves 
fed shelled corn 2 parts, ground oats 1 part, cottonseed meal, silage 
and clover hay. In this trial the calves fed shelled corn and oats 
gained .13 of a pound more per day and carried slightly more fin- 
ish than the lot getting only the shelled corn. The relative amounts 
of roughness per 100 pounds gain was about the same. Lot 1 get- 
ting shelled corn required 377 pounds of corn and 55 pounds of 
cottonseed meal per 100 pounds gain, while Lot 3 getting corn 2 
parts, oats 1 part required 236 pounds of corn, 116 pounds of oats 
and 51 pounds of cottonseed meal per 100 pounds gain. 

According to the above figures, then, 116 pounds of oats was 
equal in feeding value to 141 pounds of corn and 4 pounds of cot-

At all of the big packing centers the Aberdeen-Angus is ack- 
nowledged as the premier beef breed, it is the favorite of the 
butcher. Its supremacy on the block is well enough known to estab- 
lish its popularity with the feeder, but it has been left to a few 
progressive stockmen to pioneer its excellence on the range. Mon- 
tana has had an outstanding share in this achievement. It is from 
the Southwestern portion of this 
state on a range located in the 
Rocky Mountains at an eleva- 
tion of 7000 feet that one learns 
of the success of this breed as 
an outstanding range breed un- 
der the very severe conditions 
which prevail there.

Although the breed is outnumbered 
by cattle representing other beef breeds, it is safe to say that the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed today has the brightest future of any of 
them and this is particularly true with reference to the state of 
Montana. Montana is a great cattle producing state and any breed 
which has made a record such as has the Aberdeen-Angus is bound 
to become exceedingly popular. It might be well to state here why 
this superior beef breed was chosen by Mr. Acton. No doubt one 
of the principal reasons for its selection was because of its inherent 
ruggedness, having its origin as it did in Northern Scotland, it is 
particuarly adapted to conditions obtaining in this section of the 
country. Of course, there are abundant other reasons. At the 
great live stock shows of the United States and Canada the record 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in interbreed competition is unexcell- 
ed.

Under such circumstances and such a promisin 
the future it would seem that no good beef. type po pve: : 
under $200.00. An Aberdeen-Angus cow combining all the po. 
tial features so much desired by market buyers should ven 
premium and sell from that mark up to $300.00, and with reaseh 
able safety in so far as the investment is concerned. What dain 
cow will bring half her original value when she has finished he 
labors and is ready for the cannery? 

Farmers and feeders generally are spending time with they 
same figures, these same problems, and it is safe to say that they 
feel that they have driven a keen bargain when they are able jj 
purchase breeding cows under these estimates—and they have. 

_ The question then arises as to whether we can afford to con. 
tinue to thus barter? Can we afford to disgust the breeder an 
thus send his breeding surplus over the scales or can we afford 
pay what such cattle are worth and keep them in the line of pn. 
duction? The Journal believes these good cows should be pr. 
served, especially are we interested in increasing the number ¢ 
good Aberdeen-Angus cows in the hands of the men who till th 
soil—the farmers of America, for the Aberdeen-Angus cow IS th 
Farmers cow.

What can you afford to pay as an investment, sound, safe, 
sane? Study the cattle situation carefully and plan the buying of 
seed stock at the earliest possible moment. The shortage of 

good breeding cattle is slowly but surely 


cows, comes the matter of financing when valua- 
tions must be considered. Inferior seed stock spells 
ruin right from the start. To purchase good cows 
too high is almost equally disasterous. So then 
the question “What is a beef cow worth?” 

The answer will no doubt depend largely upon 
the location, the surroundings, and the breed under 
consideration. Just what cows of other breeds may 
be worth is a question for their sponsors to answer. 
What an Aberdeen-Angus cow of good type, good 
scale, good lines, and good ancestry is worth is An’ 
somewhat of a problem. If these cows are to serve 
as the foundation for a pure bred registered herd 
the answer will depend largely on the kind of a 
bull available for mating with them. The better 
the bull individually and the stronger his ances- 
tral lines are reinforced by outstanding bulls of 
the breed the more one can afford to pay of course, 
for the progeny will be the more sought after for 
breeding purposes. 

If the cows and heifers are to be used as the 
foundation for a commercial herd then it is an 
easier matter to arrive at a reasonable conclusion.

warded a gold medal for the cow Princess 914, then over twenty 
= rs of age, and stated in the report of that show to have been 
a in calf. Again, Mr. Crawford, Ballievey, Banbridge, Ireland, 
owned the cow Lintie of Balvenie 6933, which was calved in 1883. 
She lived to be twenty years of age, and produced no fewer than 
seventeen calves. Her last calves were in 1901, when she gave 
birth to twins, and in October 1902 she was sold to the butcher for 
£13. Pride of Aberdeen 7th 1777; Gipsy of Achnagonaln 5879, 
Gipsy Girl 5880, and Nancy of Coull 7684, were all breeding in 
their twentieth year. The last-named was calved in 1880, and 
roduced her last calf in 1899, after which she was fed for the 
butcher. In the same category 
there is the cow Lady of Cares-

twins at first calving. The cow was sold at Mr Stephen’s auction 
to General Byres of Tonley, Tough. She had one calf when in his 
possession.” 

We have before us as we write a letter from Mr Walter Scott, 
who at Tangley Hall, Oxon., helps to give proof of the suitability 
of the “great intruder” from the North for the rich pastures of 
England. “You will notice,” writes Mr Scott, “that I have sold 
Wakefield Sweet Briar 2nd to the butcher. She made £20 15s in 
a bad market, which at nearly 22 years old was something to 
be proud of, especially as she was nursing her last calf till three 
months ago.” Wakefield Sweet Briar 2nd has ten calves registered 
in the Herd Book, but it is known that during her breeding career 
up till she was twenty years of age she had other calves which 
were not registered. She was calved in January 1905, and was bred 
by the Duke of Grafton, who sold her in September 1917 at Birm- 
ingham to Mr _ Scott.

There are on record in con- 
temporary publications instan- 
ces which go further to prove 
the characteristic of longevity 
in the case of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. Dr. Fleming, then 
head of the British Veterinary 
Department, in his work, “Vet- 
erinary Obstetrics,” quotes the 
record of an Aberdeen-Angus 
cow which produced twenty-five 
calves in six years, of which 
seven were produced in one year. 
Though seven of the twenty-five 
did not come to maturity, an 
average of three calves per year 
did. Mr. James M‘Gillivray, M. 
R. C. V. S. in the Rayne district 
of Aberdeenshire, gave the par- 
ticulars in the “Veterinary Man- 
ual” of this cow thus:—From a 
paper now lying before me I shall record what I believe to be a 
unique case of a calf-producing cow. I am indebted for the partic- 
ulars to Mr. James Stephen, Balfluig Cottage, Alford. “Memoran- 
dum regarding a small cow of the black Polled breed which belong- 
ed to the late Mr. Alexander Stephen, Farmton, Alford:—

In the case of the 
cow Catherine of 
Granston the record ex- 
tends to a year longer, 
for her last calf was 
produced when she was 
twenty-one years of 
age. Calved in Feb- 
ruary 1904, and bred 
by Lord Castletown at 
Granston Manor, she 
has thirteen calves re- 
corded from 1907 till 
March 1925, three of 
them by her breeder, 
three by the Marquis 
of Ormonde, into whose 
herd she had passed, 
two by Mr Patrick Co- 
dy, Garrandarragh, and 
four by Mr. Michael 
Tennyson, Mabbits- 
town. Another twenty- 
one-year-old breeding 
cow was Mafeprincess, 
calved in February 1904. From 1906 when she gave birth to her 
first calf till March 1925 she gave eighteen contributions to the 
Herd Book, all eighteen calves being bred at her place of birth, 
Rathcoursey. 

Euphrasia, a product of the famous herd of that great enthus- 
iast and most loyal supporter of the breed the late Col. Smith 
Grant, is another case of a cow breeding when she was twenty 
years of age. Though she changed ownership she never changed 
her home, beginning and ending her days, on the Speyside farm of 
Advie, where she was calved in May 1905. Two years later she 
was sold at the Advie sale to Mr Peter Grant who succeeded Col- 
onel Smith Grant in the tenancy of that historic centre of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding. That was in September 1907, and three 
months later she gave birth to the first of her seventeen calves, 
finishing up in March 1925 with twins. All the seventeen calves 
were bred by Mr P. Grant. Similarly, Rose 
of Culdees 11th calved in December 1897 was 
breeding up to May 1918, in which period she 
produced fourteen calves which are recorded 
in the Herd Book. She was bred by Mr R. 
T. N. Spier of Culdees, who entered four of 
her calves. She passed in November 1904 
when she would have been seven years old 
to Mr J. C. Hunter, Greens Park, Towcester, 
a district in Northamptonshire which is far 
from being unfamiliar with the value of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed especially for cross- 
ing purposes. At Greens Park she remained 
for six years, being sold in 1910 to the Duke 
of Grafton. She would then have been thir- 
teen years old, but in the Wakefield herd she 
produced the last seven of her fourteen reg- 
istered calves. 

There may also be recalled the instances 
of longevity furnished by the foundress of the 
most aristocratic of all Aberdeen-Angus fam- 
ilies, the noted Erica 843, and several of her 
female descendants. Erica was calved in 
1857, and the last of her offspring was born 
in 1872, when she was fifteen years old. El- 
ba 7045, one of Erica’s famous progeny, died 
in the beginning of her nineteenth year, and 
in the Herd Book are entered fifteen of her 
calves. She was calved in 1882, and her last 
recorded calf was (Continued on page 13

Sterility and Abortion 


Ln Live Stock Unrelated  Tuberculin Testing 


Dr. J. R. Mohler, Chief of Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, Makes Official Statement 
Concerning a Much-Discussed Topic. 

“The tuberculin testing of cattle can not 
possibly cause either abortion or sterility.” 
This statement by Dr. J. R. Mohler, chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, is a re- 
ply to assertions sometimes heard that tu- 
berculin when injected into a cow may cause 
her to abort or to become sterile. 

At a recent hearing before a Congression- 
al committee, Doctor Mohler reported ex- 
tended observations on this subject in 
answer to the inquiry of Congressman L. J. 
Dickinson, of Iowa. “The bureau has the 
record of one cow,” Doctor Mohler stated, 
“which received over 1,100 cubic centimet- 
ers of tuberculin at one time and that cow 
lived to be 18 years old and was_ never 
known to abort.” The cow produced many 
healthy calves during that time, Doctor 
Mohler also explained. 

“Furthermore,” he continued, “no cases 
have been recorded in the literature on the 
subject which would lead even to the sus- 
picion that either abortion or sterility is 
caused by the injection of tuberculin. I 
have personally injected large numbers of 
pregnant cows with from 30 to 80 drops of 
tuberculin subcutaneously, which is the old 
method of injecting tuberculin, and have yet 
to see the first cow slink her calf as the re- 
sult of the test. With the modern method 
of intradermic testing which is followed in 
over 95 per cent of our work, only two drops

A Few Timely Suggestions for Beginners 


Make your profits by saving rather than 
by expansion. This should be in the mind- 
eye of every shepherd or sheep owner at 
this season of the year. Lambing time is 
harvest time and when you consider over a 
period of years, two-thirds of the returns 
from your flock comes from lambs, it pays 
to be alert. Sheep take less care than any 
other breed of live stock when you consider 
the year around but no class of live stock 
needs more or better care at the time of re- 
producing. The ewes should be receiving 
a small amount of grain, high in protein 
such as oats, bran and legume hay. If you 
have a small flock you should give each ewe 
individual attention. Examine her udder, 
trim off the loose locks of wool around the 
udder so that the newborn lamb will have 
no trouble in finding the teat. It is a lot 
easier than trying to pull the lamb up to 
the ewe and squirting milk in its mouth. 
Besides, the lamb should have all so that 
the newborn lamb will have no trouble in 
finding the teat. It is a lot easier than try- 
ing to pull the lamb up to the ewe and 
squirting milk in its mouth. Besides, the 
lamb should have all the first milk for this 
milk is very important in clearing the di- 
gestive tract and starting the bowels to 
move. Furthermore, the lamb is liable to 
suck some lock of wool receiving no nour- 
ishment and perhaps end up by swallowing 
it and you then have a sick lamb. 

All sheep owners should have a warm, 
dry shed or barn at this season of the year 
and in the warmest corner of this shelter 
there should be built a lambing pen, free 
from draft and well bedded. This pen 
should be subdivided into individual units 
about four feet square and when the ewes 
are expecting to lamb they should be given 
an individual pen. Such an arrangement 
has several advantages. First, it leaves the 


ewe by herself away from excitement and 
the rest of the flock. Second, it places her 
under your observation. The good shepherd 
should always focus his eye on the lamb- 
ing pen. Third, if the ewe produces twins 
there is a tendency for the first born to 
wander away while the second lamb is being 
born. The mother will generally give her 
attention to the last one, forgetting about 
the other and by the time the first lamb, if 
it ever does, finds its way back it has lost 
the scent and the mother will not own it. 
The lambing pen will prevent this. 

Live stock men must have patience. Some 
ewes try one’s patience to the uttermost 
when they refuse to own their lambs or 
when they are forced to adopt a lamb. 
There are several ways that can be tried. 
Many ewes will claim a lamb after being 
tied up or held while the lamb nurses. Milk 
can be taken from the udder of the ewe 
and rubbed on the lamb, especially on the 
rump. This will make the ewe inclined to 
claim the lamb because they know their 
lambs for the first few days by the scent. 
Some shepherds make a practice of taking 
the pelt off the dead lamb belonging to the 
ewe and putting it on the orphan thereby 
inducing the mother to adopt a strange 
lamb. 

There are many sheep owners, especially 
beginners, who make a big mistake by try- 
ing to give ewes that they see lamb, help in 
delivery. In most cases this help is not 
needed. The mother will be better off if 
left alone, but if the ewe has made an hon- 
est attempt for several hours it is well to 
come to her assistance. The hand should 
be well washed, finger nails cut and the 
hand well greased with soap. Examine the 
ewe carefully, be patient, see if the lamb is 
straight. It might be coming hind feet first 
and in such cases more than likely you will

have to remove the iamb. When pulling the 
lamb never pull until the mother strains. 
When she rests do not pull. If a fast strong 
jerk is exercised you will more than likely 
harm the ewe by tearing or by causing her 
to expell her uterus or lamb bag. In such 
a case you have a serious problem. More 
so in sheep than in any other class of live 
stock. If lambs come at night rub them 
dry with straw or a sack, see that they 
nurse and then leave them. If a lamb once 
gets dry and nurses its mother it will stand 
more cold than any other new-born on the 
farm. Make your profit by saving the 1928 
lamb crop, for they will bring a good price.

Sister Sue Gives ANDY’S History 


Andy was a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
calf that ran on pasture with his mother 
until he was four months old, at this time 
he was taken away from his mother and 
turned in another pasture with a lot of 
other calves, without any grain until De- 
cember 27th when my father happened 
along and liked the calf, so he bought him 
for my brother. Naturally the calf had 
lost the “bloom” and a great deal of his 
milk flesh, but with good feeding, and he 
being a wonderful feeder soon began to 
show what we were doing for him. He 
was very wild at first and wouldn’t eat 
when we were near, but he soon learned 
we wouldn’t hurt him and in a short while 
we could pet and rub him while he ate. 
This was victory number one. 

The first thing we try to do is to get 
them gentle and break them to lead while 
small. Andy weighed 350 lbs. when we got 
him. We fed him ensilage, cottonseed meal, 
bran, corn and alfalfa hay, until May Ist, 
then we discontinued the silage and cotton- 
seed meal and added oil meal. From this 
time we fed three times a day, about five 
o'clock in the morning, at noon and about 
eight in the evening, all we could get him 
to eat and he never missed a feed. After 
feeding 280 days Andy weighed 1215 lbs. so 
you see he gained a little over three pounds 
a day, without a nurse cow. 

Sometimes we have tried missing Sunday 
dinner on our calves when full feeding, and 
they get lazy about eating, this gives them

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Years ago in our north central states, the 
time to market fowls upon the average 
farm, was based more or less upon the time 
of the year and weather conditions. 

In other words, about the time the first 
snow would fly John and his good wife, 
Mary, would go out some evening with a 
crate and lantern and catch the old biddies 
that persisted in roosting in the trees, under 
the porch, in the machine shed and what 
not. These birds were crowded in the coops 
and the next day biddies’ journey or final 
ride to market would take place. 

This in brief occurred about October or 
November but the fallacy of this system of 
marketing was the fact that all farmers or 
poultry producers would get the notion 
about the same time and the result was a 
market glutted with poultry of every des- 
cription. This in turn meant a supply of 
poultry at the concentration points and dis- 
tributing centers, far above the demands; 
thus resulting in a material reduction in 
price for the product. 

The man interested in marketing the 
fowls was compelled to make liberal use of 
cold storage facilities to hold the product 
until those months when the supply from 
the production centers was less than the de- 
mand, which generally occurred in the late 
winter, spring and early summer. 

If we study the receipts of fowls and the 
withdrawals from cold storage for a num- 


pa 


during a brief in- 
terval in the fall 
the movement has 
been scattered ov- 
er the entire year. 
Fowl movements 
are heavier today 
during all months 
of the year except 
the fall months 
than they were 
proportionally ten 
or twelve years 
ago. 

This is illustrat- 
ed further by the fact that many of th 
largest packers of poultry do not figure 
storing fowl for any length of time. This 
class of poultry moves into direct channek 
of consumption to a greater degree tha 
was the case years ago. This is proven fu. 
ther by the fact that many cars of live poul- 
try are made up of a very large per cent 
of fowls. The poultry packing plants us 
their equipment to take care of the roos- 
ers and springs and will market the fowl 
alive. 

Stabilizing our markets from the stani- 
point of receipts is a quick way to stabilix 
price. Without a doubt the culling prop. 
ganda of recent years must be given the 
greatest share of credit in bringing about 
this condition. There is still room for im-

ber of years in the past we will find that 
the above conditions existed for many years. 
Effect of Culling. 

About ten to twelve years ago the value 
of culling was being emphasized by state 
colleges, extension poultry specialists and 
others. This had a tendency to change the 
entire routine of marketing and whether or 
not all farmers and poultry producers be- 
lieve in the value of culling, it can be stated 
safely that it has resulted in adding thous- 
ands of dollars to the income derived from 
poultry because it assisted materially in 
stabilizing our fowl markets, for illustra- 
tion; instead of our fowl moving to market 


proving this condition and it is to be hoped 

that the producers will keep these facts 

mind.

age. Many experiments show that a fow! 
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s best in its pullet year. The factor 
— should be given careful consid- 
eration in the stock retained. Young stock 
js more vigorous and in many instances 
should have a higher resistancy to disease 
invasion. In the investigational work done 
relative to the control of avian tuberculosis 
it was found that the old hens carried a 
higher percentage of infection by far than 
the young stock. 
The writer had an experience along this 
line that is rather interesting. A number 
of years ago while conducting a demon- 
stration on poultry selection and grading on 
a farm in Henry County, Iowa, one of the 
producers requested that we go to his farm 
and cull his flock. He stated that he had a 
peculiar condition present in the flock. We 
finally consented and upon arriving at the 
farm we found out what the “peculiar con- 
dition” happened to be: There was a poul- 
try house twelve by fourteen feet capable of 
a capacity of about fifty or so hens and in 
this house, by actual count, we found three 
hundred and seventy-five birds. The house 
was poorly ventilated, unsanitary, in fact 
every law of proper management was vio- 
lated. Upon culling this flock two hundred 
and thirty-five birds were removed and one 
hundred and forty were retained. Of the 
two hundred and thirty-five birds removed 
a number were ready to die of old age, oth- 
ers displayed physical evidence of disease 
and were killed and posted. The autopsy 
revealed tuberculosis and other diseases. 
After making suggestions on proper man- 
agement and impressing upon the owner the 
importance of retaining only young stock

Six 
years later I met this man in one of the 
towns in Henry County and he expressed 
his gratitude for coming out to his farm. 
He stated that he had two poultry houses 
and a flock of five hundred hens, instead 
of his flock showing a loss he was making 
a profit around fifteen hundred dollars a 
year. He had overcome the difficulties that 
were sO apparent upon his farm pertaining 
to the poultry and had given careful con- 
sideration to marketing his stock both eggs 
and poultry. 
Value of Market Information. 

With our present day facilities for ob- 
taining market information through the 
press, radio, telegraph, etc. the producer can 
be kept informed as to the tendency of the 
market and be guided accordingly in dis- 
posing of his stock. A five dollar bill or 
more realized in observing market condi- 
tions is the premium for good judgement. 


error found on some farms is the fact that 
when the hens show up in production in late 
spring or early summer the producer thinks 
because they are not laying heavily I will 
discontinue feeding a balanced feed or mash. 
That is a common practice and results dis- 
astrously from the standpoint of production 
because when the feed stops the hen stops, 
so to speak, in other words, it takes feed to 
make the hen lay and it must be balanced 
properly. Throwing a bucket full of corn or 
oats in the poultry house or yard is not 
feeding poultry. That is only relieving one’s 
conscience of an obligation that should be 
fulfilled. 

Should fowl be fattened on farm before 

marketing? 

As a general rule, it does not pay to at- 
tempt to fatten hens on the farm before 
marketing. Many of the hens are carrying 
surplus fat and flesh and it is useless to 
attempt to increase weight in this way.

Protecting fowls on trucks and Automobile 
Side Coops. 

During inclement and cold weather fowl 
should be protected with burlap or some 
covering when in coops on trucks or auto- 
mobiles. This oftentimes prevents colds 
developing in the stock. By all means do 
no overcrowd heavy hens in a shipping coop, 
whether for a long or short interval, the 
shrink is tremendous when this occurs. The 
loss from this item alone in a single year 
is astounding. Let’s make the old hens’ 
last ride as comfortable as possible; not 
alone in consideration of what income she 
has produced for us in the past but also 
for the fact that a contented hen weighs 
more, sells better and her flesh will satisfy 
the palate of the consumer to the extent 
that they will demand a second helping and 
its the second helping that we are vitally 
concerned about in the developing of the 
poultry industry at the present time.

Bene poreneetiom scarcity of competent 
farm labor at wages commensurate with 
farm returns is causing large operators to 
decrease the size of their operations or use 
more labor saving equipment. The use of 
labor saving equipment requires power in 
larger units. Most farms are equipped with 
enough horses or mules to handle larger 
machinery but until recently satisfactory 
hitches were not available. Economic ne- 
cessity within the the past few years has 
caused a more thorough study of efficient 
team hitches than at any other period in the 
history of our country. 

Stimulated through the efforts of the 
Horse Association of America, numerous 
institutions and organizations have devoted 
considerable time and study to new hitches 
for working farm horses in larger and 
more practical units.
